FORlftGN NEWS. 


Among the industries greatly aided or 


altogether created by the Republican 
protective system are flax fibre works, tbe 
'flrit of which has been established at 
Austin, Minn., about sixty miles south of 
St. Paul. It is an indul'trv of Importance 
to the whole country, and could never 
have been made possible were it not for 
passage of tbe McKlnley bill. It means a 


• saving Of many million dollars a year to 
the farmers of this country, and at the 
same time lowers the price of goods man- 
ufactured from ;flai to an almost corre- 
sponding amount. The work* at Austin 
are the result of an ingenious scheme for 
preparing flax flbre for the manufacture 
of linen goods and fine paper devised by a 
chemist named Pen D legion, who 
has 


labored for years in New York perfecting 
the plan. 
Some time ago a sub-company formed 
the American 1'lax Fibre Association, 
with headquarters in Few York, and they 
came here for a suitable location, and 
finding the required resources beyond 
their expectations, at once set about the 
erection of a plant which is now com- 
pleted, and will be put in operation when 
this year's flux crop Is harvested. J There 
are already a few linen mills m this 
country, but the pirpired hbre which 
they use comes 
utmost wholly from 


Europe, and the flax growers have been 
in the habit of throwing and burning as 
useless the flax stalks, there being no 
market for anything but Ihe seed. 
The 


low tariff on the Imported prepared flbre 
brought it into this country at a rate 
almost too cheap to permit of American 
competition, and millions and mill ona of 
dol «rs have gone up in smoke or been 
permitted to rot every year in the great 
harvest fields of tbe Nouhweat tn conse- 
quence. But at last manufacturers have 
awakened to the resources of the Ind-jstry, 
and thefarmeis are beginning to belteve 
that the seed Is not the most valuable 
thing about a crop of flax. 
The seed Itselr usually brinfrs a good 


price, averaging about tl per bushel, but 
the value of an acre Held when the flax Is 
sowed for the fibre will be immensely 
angmonted, and that, too, at inuth leas 
labor than found necessary before In 
threshing the seed from the straw. 


'Ihe exact pi ice which «fit be paid for 


the straw has not yet been Hxed upon, 
although it will range between $5 and 825 
per ton, according to the kind and quality.
